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Henry Joy ACcCracken 


Recent reference in this column to that 
attractive figure among the United Irish- 
men, Henry Joy McCracken, prompts a 
correspondent to tell me of a/ “ livin 
link ” with the ill-fated leaddz. “ 
knew the late Mr. Henry Joy MeCracken. 
of Belfast, very well,”’ he writes. “This 
gentleman was the grandson of/| a cousin 
and contemporary. of Henry Joy 
McCracken of °98, and. was, |1 think, 
the only ey | male representative of the 
family. Mr. McCracken took gteat pride 
in the fame of his relative, and he him. 
self was for many years one of the best 
known citizens of Belfast. He told me 
that ‘he well remembered as a small boy 
sitting on a hassock and eating straw- 
berries at the feet of a very old lady, 
his great-aunt, who lived in a| house in 
Dublin road, Belfast. This old| lady was 
none other than Miss Mary Ann 
McCracken, sister of the Irish leader, 
who accompanied her brothet to the 
scaffold on 17th July, 1798, and after- 
wards followed his remains to [the grave 
beside St. George’s Church, High street’’ 
Miss McCracken lived to a great age, and 
was noted for her many philanthropic 
activities in Belfast. R. M. Young's 
“ Historical Notices of Old Belfast ” con- 
tains (pp. 175-197) a lif:|} of Miss 
McCracken, written by her grand-niece, 
Miss Anna McCleery. xs 


Certainly a life of Henry Joy (McCracken 
ought to be written, my cotrespondent 


goes on. McCracken’s personality, so far 
as can be judged from such material as 
remains regarding him, was á fine one. 


He was as much interested in the social 
and economic well-being of the humble 
folk around him as he was in the political 
status of Ireland, and it is established 
that, a year or two before the Rebellion, 
he gathered a large number of poor 
children about him and gave them free 
tuition in the market-house at Belfast. 
By a grim trick of fate, it was at that 
very market-house that he was afterwards 
hanged as an insurgent. He and his 
family were well-to-do Presbyterians, and 
the house in which they lived, in North 
street, still stood a few years ago and was 
pointed out to me by the late Mr. H. J. 
McCracken. It is a sad circumstance that 
the only son of the latter—also Henry Joy 
McCracken—died while on service in Egypt 
with the Air Force during the War, the 
name, carried on in direct line since 1798, 
thus disappearing. Ulster has not taken 
enough pride in McCracken of ’98, the 
reason being. no doubt, that the cause he 
fought-and died for was so long under a 
cloud. Tt is high time due tribute was 
paid to him now, in these changed times.

A Critic of Communists 


Dr. Proinnsias O Sullivan, who. is 
reported to have interrupted the speakers 
at Sunday’s meeting in Rathmines, is one 
of the best-known Inspectors of Schools in 
ireland. He is married to a German lady, 
daughter of a big manufacturer in the 
Catholic Rhineland, and spends a part of 
every year in Germany, of which he speaks 
with intimate knowledge. | 

When appointed to the Education ser- 
vice, some ten years ago, Dr. O Sullivan 
made his home in his native Kerry, and 
actually brought a house from Germany 
to erect it on the Muckross road at Kil- 
larney. The house was brought in sections 
to Cork, then transported to Killarney and 
erected there by a staff of skilled Germah 
craftsmen. Its many ingenuities—such as 
the lever handles of the doors, which 
enable a housewife to open a door with 
her elbow when her hands are laden with 
dishes—excited much curiosity and admira- 
tion. “ The German nail,” a cunning 
expanding nail with which the roof was 
finished, is said to have brought visitors 
from far and near when the building was 
being erected. 

Dr. O Sullivan has written some school 
books in Irish; and published last year an 
English reader. which opened with Presi- 
dent de Valera’s broadcast talk on the 
Irish tradition. 


Hunted Citizens 


A resident in Drumcondra invokes my 
sympathy and assistance in some kind of 
a concerted effort to put a stop to what 
he describes as ‘‘the inhuman daily 
crushes and hunts of thousands of help- 
less *bus passengers in Lower Abbey 
street and Eden quay.’’ On one evening 
last week he tells me that he had to use 
main force to rescue his wife from a strug- 
gling mass of citizens trying to get into 
their homeward-bound ’bus; and, on the 
following evening, to become a. member 
of a crowd of citizens who were hunted, 
without notice of any kind, by Civic 
Guards and tramway officials from the 
recognised point of departure in Abhey 
street to some new point of embarkation 
at the farther end of Eden quay. ‘‘ The 
scene,” he says, “was one of indescrib- 
able confusion, in which women and chil- 
dren were mercilessly hustled off the 
footpaths, to the imminent risk of their 
lives and limbs.” Such an indictment, 
naturally, provoked me to make inquiries 
as to the accuracy of my correspondent, 
with, I regret to say, the result that his 
appeal for sympathy seems to be fully 
justified. 


Who is Responsible > 


From my investigations it seems that 
recent increases in north city and suburban 
‘bus traffic mean that something like 
20,000 passengers are deposited daily on 
the narrow footpaths of Abbey street and 
Eden quay. The results are hopeless con- 
gestion and physical conflicts between 
crowds of lighting and departing 
passengers. Who exactly is responsible— 
if anyone is—for such traffic con- 
ditions it is impossible to say. “But,

The German Saar 
claim has been vindicated in the most 
striking fashion ; for the result of the Saar 
plebiscite has shown a majority of nine 
to one in favour of reabsorption in the 
Reich. Fifteen years ago, when the 
decision was taken to place the Saar terri- 
tory under the rule of the League of 
Nations, few people outside its immediate 
neighbourhood ever had heard of the Saar. 
To-day, although it actually is smaller 
than the County Wicklow, it probably is 
the most famous piece of land in the 
world. It was removed from the Reich 
by the Versailles Treaty ostensibly 
because the French were anxious to recoup 
themselves for the loss of certain indus- 
trial and mineral assets in their northern 
départements, and decided to take pozses- 
sion of the rich coal mines of the Saar 
basin. The area, however, also has a high 
strategic value—a fact that was recognised 
already by Louis XIV.; and there is no 
doubt that the French had a lingering 
hope that after a period of fifteen years 
the people of the Saar would elect to 
throw in their lot with the Republic. 
When M. Clemenceau was fighting the 
French case during the peace negotiations 
he and M. André Tardieu announced un- 
blushingly that there were 150,000 French- 
men in the Saar district. Neither 
President Wilson nor Mr. Lloyd George 
knew enough about the matter to 
contradict them, with the result that the 
‘Saar was placed temporarily under League 
rule. It was arranged that after fifteen 
years a plebiscite should be held to 
determine the inhabitants’ wishes concern- 
ing their future. That plebiscite, which 
from the start was unnecessary, now has 
been completed. More than 477,000 votes 
have been cast in favour of return to 
Germany ; the advocates of the status quo 
have mustered 46,513 votes, and 2,124 con- 
firmed optimists have voted for annexation 
by France. i 

A more decisive verdict never has been 
recorded. In every one of the eight 
Communes in which the plebiscite was 
taken there was a majority of ninety per 
cent. or over in Íavour of Germany. It 
had been feared that in some areas the 
advocates of the status quo might manage 
to scrape together a majority, with the 
result that a case might be made for the 
creation of a tiny “ buffer’? State, in 
which all the opponents of Nazi Germany 
might find refuge. Such a development 
would have been a source of grave em- 
barrassment to the League of Nations, 
and nobody will be sorry that it has been 
prevented. With a ninety per cent, 
majority in every Commune, there can be 
no question of ambiguity. The Saar is 
German, through and through. Its 
people demand their right -to be restored 
to their Fatherland, and the only question 
‘that remains to be settled at Geneva is 
how soon the transfer can take place. 
The officials of the League of Nations are 
anxious that there shall be the least 
possible delay. Happily, the plebiscite 
has been taken in circumstances of really 
remarkable orderliness; but now that the 
Nazis have secured their result, their 
wonderful discipline hardly can be ex- 
pected to remain at the high pitch which 
has distinguished it during the last few 
months. The longer the transfer is de- 
layed, the greater will be the danger of 
disturbances in the Saar. Not un- 
naturally, the ultra-patriotic Germans are 
strongly incensed at the attitude of those 
Saarlanders who have voted in favour of 
the status quo. Hitherto there has been 
little or no interference with them; but 
now that the vote is over they would be 
well advised to make themselves scarce. 
For this reason, as well as for others, it 
is essential that the British and other 
foreign troops shall remain in the Saar 
district until the transfer to Germany is 
complete. Manifestly, their continued 
presence will be distasteful to the people, 
and every Uday on which they remain will 
enhance the dangers of civil commotion. 
The League has done its job with praise- 
worthy efficiency; its main duty now is 
to leave the Saar with the utmost possible 
speed. | | 

We have no doubt that all sorts of 
excuses will be made for the plebiscite 
result. We shall be told that it was 
obtained by methods of terrorism, that 
the Saarlanders were intimidated by the 
Nazis, and that large numbers of persons 
who really desired the maintenance of the 
status quo voted in favour of Germany 
in order to escape the wrath of the vic- 
torious Hitlerites. We do not deny that 
the factor of fear may have played a part

It 
is an astonishing example of the part that 
patriotism: plays in the life of the ordinary 
man and woman. From the material 
point of view, the Saarlanders, probably, 
would be far better off under the League 
of Nations. As pious Catholics they can. 
not but regard with serious misgivings 
the official attitude of the Nazi Party 
towards their Church. Yet, patriotism 
has triumphed over self-interest, and even 
over religion. The Saarlanders may, or 
they may not, like Herr Hitler; but 
they are Germans, and the call of the 
blood has asserted itself. They have 
proved that they .are willing to take the 
risk of worsened conditions. under 
Hitlerism rather than compromise in the 
smallest degree their German birthright ; 
and the world must admire their loyalty. 
There will be widespread sympathy with 
those of the minority, who -showed con- 
siderable courage when they voted against 
Herr Hitler; for they, too, are Germans. 
Doubtless, most of them will leave the 
Saar valley now. Many already have 
crossed the frontier into France, where 
they will join the growing band of 
emigrés who dare not set foot on German 
soil. These men and women are victims 
of circumstance. Nothing can be done for 
them. Their crushing defeat in the 
plebiscite is unfortunate for them—but it 
certainly is the best thing that could 
have happened for Europe. As Herr 
Hitler said yesterday, there no longer is 
any territorial dispute between Germany 
and France. For the first time in a 
thousand years, the way seems to be clear 
for a Franco-German understanding. 


A Northern Bargain 


A controversy which has troubled 
Northern Ireland for many months 
appears to be on the point of solution. 
Last night it was announced from Stor- 
mont Castle that an amicable settlement 
of the differences between the Corporation 
of Belfast and the Government had been 
reached. These differences concerned the 
Government's right to transfer certain ot 
its liabilities to the Corporation. Since 
Northern Ireland became a separate State 
she never has failed to balance her Budget 
and to include an “ imperial contribu- 
tion ” to the British Exchequer. The 
imperial contribution, according to an 
arrangement which was made some years 
ago, consists of the money that is left over 
when the Minister of Finance has made 
provision for all the necessary services of 
Northern Ireland; and such a surplus, 
though varying in amount, has been paid 
duly every year. The arrangement, as 
anybody can see, is hardly fair to the 
North. In a year when her revenue ex- 
ceeds her expenditure, she is compelled to 
pay over the surplus to Great Britain, but 
in a lean year, when expenditure sur- 
passes revenue, Britain is under no obliga- 
tion to make good the Northern deficit 
The result is that Northern Ireland never 
can start her financial year with a 
‘balance in hand,' such as the majority 
of solvent nations enjoy: Írom her 
Treasury's point of view, she must live 
from hand to mouth. Of late there has 
been a succession of lean years, during 
which the inconsistency: and unfairness 
of the Colwyn arrangement have become 
distressingly manifest, and last year the 
Government was faced with the prospect 
of a deficit, without any reserves on which 
it might draw. The money had to be 
found somewhere, but Viscount Craig- 
avon’s Government, pledged to keep 
Northern taxation at the British level, 
could not seek it in increased taxes. It 
turned, therefore, to the local authorities, 
with the request that they should pay a 
levy, amounting to a rate of 6d. in the 
pound for this year, and 1s. in the pound 
during next year, towards the cost .of 
educational services. It imposed also upon 
the Belfast Corporation a poundage rate 
of 1ld. as contribution towards the new 
scheme of unemployment assistance. The 
local authorities resisted the first demand 
with vigour, and the Corporation of 
Belfast not only refused flatly to levy a 
rate for either purpose, but sought legal 
opinion on the Government's right to 
insist. At last, however, a settlement— 
of sorts—has been reached. The Corpora- 
tion has conceded the sixpenny rate for 
education ; the Government has promised 
to consult the local authorities and to 
inquire if an alternative to the shilling 
rate for education cannot be devised. Not 
everybody will be satisfied with the 
Government’s rather hazy concession, but 
it is well that truce has been called to a 
quarrel which has caused so much bad 
feeling and, doubtless, has weakened 
Viscount Craigavon’s hold upon. the 
province. Nevertheless, the major problem 
of Northern finance remains. It will not 
be solved until fresh discussions have been 
opened with the British Treasury, and a 
more satisfactory agreement than the 
Colwyn plan has been concluded. |

Among the reproaches made against the 
Protestant minority in Ireland, one of the 
most frequent is that it keeps its eyes con- 
tinually on England, caring little for the 
past or the future of its own country.

She was 
one of those people whose lives are passed 
quietly, away from the noise of public 
affairs; but, perhaps, Ireland owes as 
much to her as it does to many of the 
politicians who clamour for attention.

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Who is Right? 


What are we to believe? Newton told 
us that parallel lines never meet, and 
Einstein says that they can do nothing 
else ; Darwin asked us to pin our faith on 
evolution, and already he is being laughed 
to scorn ; the Victorian scientists held that 
everything was matter, and the neo- 
Georgians seem to think that everything is 
electricity. Science, indeed, changes its 
mind with bewildering frequency, and we 
never can be sure whether our beliefs are 
in the fashion, or whether, as in matters 
of dress, we must turn back to something 
which we thought to be hopelessly démodé. 
A lecture given by Sir Ambrose Fleming 
a.few days ago in London shows how 
unsafe it is to believe too strongly in the 
accepted theories of the moment. The age 
of the earth, and of its tenancy by man, 
has been fixed at millions of years by the 
scientists, and the unfortunate Ussher, 
who gave the date of the Creation as B.C. 
4004, has been held up to much ridicule. Is 
it possible that Ussher was nearly right? 
Sir Ambrose seems to think that he may 
have been, and bases his argument on the 
growth of population. The vast ages in 
which we have been asked to believe, he 
says, cannot be proved geologically, and a 
faith in them leads to absurd conclusions. 
If prehistoric man had been living on the 
earth for anything like the time stated he 
would have multiplied to such an extent 
as to fill up every available corner of it, 
yet only a few dozen skulls and skeletons 
of his period have been found. On the 
other hand, even allowing for wars and 
pestilences, he holds that in nine thousand 
years a single pair of human beings would 
multiply to the present figure of nearly 
two thousand millions. It is not for us 
to discuss the merits of the case, but it 
fills us with a certain uneasiness. What 
if we are to be told that the universe is 
arranged in spheres after all, and that the 
man who devoted his life to proving the 
flatness of the earth was not quite such a 
fool as he seemed ? i

RESULT SOON OBVIOUS 


The result of the plebiscite had been 
obvious from the moment the counting 
started. At each of the tellers’ tables the 
constantly increasing pile of votes for Ger- 
many showed which way the wind was 
blowing, and by two o’clock the watchers 
in the gallery knew that Hitler’s victory

When the poll was at last declared at 
8.15 a.m. the galleries were crammed. 
Only a very small crowd stood outside in 
the cold and mist, for nearly every Saar- 
lander was at home listening for the broad- 
cast announcement that after fifteen years 
of separation his country had once again 
become an integral part of Germany. 

The figures were read out by the Presi- 
deht of the Plebiscite Commission and 
broadcast to the world through the Ger- 
man, French and British wireless stations.

There was, however, a strong, feelin 
that such an alleviation of the tax woul 
be a very likely and very acceptable follow- 
up to the recently announced agreement 
with Great Britain in relation to/ cattle 
and coal. In fact, it was pointed out by 
one authority that such a _ remission, 
whether on bloodstock or some other form 
of Free State produce, is called for in 
order to redress, to some extent, the 
balance of the recent agreement, which is 
heavily against the Free State.’ The 40 
per. cent. special duty to which bloodstock 
are liable on entrance to Great. Britain, 
even with the 20 per cent. bounty given 


by the Free State Government, very 
SHIN militates against the export 
trade. It is particularly severe on breeders 


of likely steeplechasers, for which there is 
a ready market in Great Britain. 
BREEDERS’ HOPE 

The Minister for (Dr. 
Ryan), in dur ag to a request from 
bloodstock breeders just before the Dublir 
Horse Show in August, improved the 
bounty then in existence, with the result 
that the purchases at the Show were con 
siderably more than had been anticipated, 
Several breeders of bloodstock expressed 
the hope that the two Governments would 
continue the negotiations which had 
resulted in the coal-cattle agreement, and 
thus further widen the flow of trade. 
There is a hope that at the sitting of 
the Senate to-day an appeal will be made 
to induce some members of the Govern- 
ment to make a statement on the recent 
and indicate, if possible, 
whether any further developments are to 
be expected in the same direction.

A full 
debate may be inaugurated on a matter 
of “‘urgent public importance” if a 
Senator, not more than half-an-hour after 
the opening of the sitting, requests leave 
to move the adjournment for such purpose.

were raised, principally by women, of 
“ Up the Pope,”’ *‘ Up the Bishops,’’ and 
“ Up Catholics,’’ and a movement towards 
each other was made by two opposing poli- 
tical sections. 

-An order to disperse was given by the 
Civic Guards present, and as it was dis- 
obeyed, and the attitude of the crowd 
became more menacing, the Guards drew 
their batons, and there was a scurry in all 
directions for safety by the people who 
had a little while before been packed 
closely together in the vicinity of the 
schools. 

In the rush, several boys were seen to 
fall, but no 4njuries were reported. One 
of the youthful pickets stated that he had 
received a blow from a baton, but no con- 
firmation of this was forthcoming. Three 
men were afterwards detained in the Civic 
Guard barrack. 


SCHOLARS LEAVE FOR 
| HOME 


Loyal schoolboys who had attended 
school in the morning wer2 not permitted 
to leave the recreation ground during the 
luncheon hour. 

People again assembled in the vicinity 
of the schools as the closing hour arrived. 
A double cordon of Guards, under Chief 
Superintendent O’Halloran and Superin- 
tendent Fahy, was drawn up, and through 
this avenue of police the pupils left the 
schools for their homes. 

As Mr. Frank Edwards appeared there 
were cheers and counter-cheers, and from 
the neighbourhood of the schools the 
crowd moved down Barrack street and 
congregated in front of his home before 
they again dispersed quietly, 

Brief addresses were delivered by Mr. 
Frank Edwards and his mother. 


SUPERIOR’S STATEMENT 


When approached by Press representa 
tives to-day, the Rev. Brother Flannery, 
Sunerior, Mount Sion Schools, said: 
“ The work of the school has gone on un- 
ruffled. The attendance was excellent, 
and the largest number of absentees was 
amongst the very young children, which 
is a thing not to be attributed to the 
strike. 

“ From the third standard to the sixth 
standard. both inclusive, the attendance 
of all boys on the roll was 87.8 per cent., 
which managers of schools will recognise 
as abnormally high at any time. Mr. 
Frank Edwards himself was also in 
attendance. As a matter of fact, the 
average daily attendance last week was 
89.5 per cent., which means the absence 
of about eicht boys to-day. There is no 
trouble in the schools.” 

Referring to the detention of the boys 
in school during the luncheon hour, 
Brother Flannery stated; ‘‘ There was a 
threat of trouble from picketters, and we 
thought it wiser to keep the boys in during 
the lunch hour. The intermediate section 
is not affected. The strike is an absolute 
collapse so far as the school is concerned. 
The only strike that there is is on the 
street.’’ 

Brother Flannery added that Mr. Frank 
Edwards’s notice terminating his engage- 
ment expired to-day.

EFINITE arrangements have been 

“ made for the conversations in 
London between British and French 
Ministers. M. Flandin (Prime Minister of 
France) and M. Laval (French Foreign 
Minister) will arrive ifi London on Thurs- 
day, January ól, and the conversations 
with British Ministers will take place 
on the two followimg days. 

The French Ministers are crossing to 
London in response to an invitation from 
the British Government, given through 
Sir John Simon (Foreign Secretary), 1 
order to have a perfectly free and full 
exchange of views on the European situa- 
tion. The discussions will not be limited 
to the subject of German armaments, but 
will imclude other topics relating to the 
appeasement of the European situation. 

The discussions wil] show whether there 
are any differences of view between the 
two Governments. The British Ministers 
will explain what they think should be 
done in order to prepare the way for an 
agreement which would cover a wider 
area. 

The meeting is actuated by no desire to 

secure an Anglo-French arrangement for 
sumimary presentation to other Powers, 
The. British Government has its own 
view of the steps that should be taken to 
improve .relations in Europe, and desires 
to be fully informed of the French Govern- 
ment’s attitude. 
As the conversations will be of a con- 
sultative character it is not supposed that 
they will produce immediate concrete 
results. Their purpose is rather to pre- 
pare the way for a broad European basis 
on which accommodation will be possible.

In an editorial article to-day The Times 
observes :—There will be a general sense 
of relief that the Saarlanders have made 
up their mind, and have not by an in- 
decisive vote left the Council of the League 
to make it up for them. In any case, the 
Saar vote has been. fairly and freely taken, 
and the reunited province will be as pre- 
ponderantly Nazi as the rest of Germany. 
The political liberties the Saarlanders have 
enjoyed, the security of person, the freedom 
from upheaval and the relative com- 
mercial prosperity—all these have counted 
as trifles beside the dominant desire to 
be reunited with their fellow-Germans. 
For them, as for the majority of the 
Reich, Herr Hitler is Germany, and it is 


be wise to accept. The result of the Saar 
vote should further strengthen te position 
of the leader; it may also make it easier 
for him to pursue his policy of modera 
tion. A few days, at least, must be allowed 
before the Council can take its decision, 
and then the decision can only be to fix 
the time limit within which the reunion 
with Germany must be effected. 

There are complicated matters of 
currency, crecits and Customs, to say 
nothing of the mines, which ought to be 
settled before, and not after, the transfer. 
They would indeed, have required much 
more than the month which is propose!

ANTI-CHRISTIAN 
ATTITUDE DENIED 


E following letter has been addressed 
to the Irish Times by the Army 
Council, Irish Republican Army, dated 
Dublin, January 15th :— 

The Army Council takes note of the 
letter of the Most Reverend Dr. Kinane, 
Bishop of Waterford and Lismore, which 
appeared in the daily Press of the 12th 
inst. 

Dr. Kinane ignores many of the points 
which we raised in our statement ot 
January 8th, especially our stand on the 
fundamental and inalienable right of lre- 
land to be a free nation. 

Experience has shown us how labels are 
used against Republicans in their defence 
of national and social freedom by those 
Who stand for national subjection, in- 
perialism, and the preservation of the 
present iniquitous social system. In the 
present case his lordship tries to brush 


aside our programme and cites a few 


selected sentences and phrases from Army 
documents in which our social aims were 
dealt with in a brief and general: way. 


SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC 
SYSTEM 


It was recognition of the fact that 
generalisations of our policy could be 
twisted in an unscrupulous manner that 
chiefly prompted the Army to outline the 
social and economic system which we are 
striving to establish and which is suited to 
the genius and needs of the Irish people. 
The principles or heads of this system are 
contained in the document “ Constitution 
and Governmental Programme for the 
Republic of Ireland,” adopted by a 
General Army Convention, March, 1933. 
These heads are in course of further 
elaboration in order to leave no doubt as to 
their meaning when put into practice. 
This outline of the system for which we 
stand is in conformity with Christian 
teaching, and it is our desire that it 
should be so. We emphatically refute 
the allegations of imperial propagandists 
that our aim is to set up an anti-Christian 
social order. Our aim is rather to give 
practical application to the teachings of 
Christianity. : 

Dr. Kinane narrows down his attack on 
‘The Constitution and Governmental 
Programme for the Republic of Ireland ”’ 
to the passage in it which aims at safe- 
guarding the right of the individual to the 
ownership of private property. His Lord- 
shin writes :'— 

‘The right of private ownership 
seems to be safeguarded by the 
passage: ' The right of the individual 
citizen shall be admitted to private 
and personal property, the possession 
of which is not in conflict with the 
common good.’ The safeguard, how- 
ever, is only apparent ; the passage is 
really in’conflict with the Catholic 
teaching on private ownership. 

‘“ In accordance with the Catholic 
teaching, as stated by Pope Leo XIII. 
in the Encyclical Terum Novarum, 
and repeated by Pope Pius .XI. in 
the Encyclical Quadragesimo Anno, 
the right to own private property has 
been given to man by God's: natural 
law. 

“The clear implication of the 
passage quoted from ‘ The Constitu- 
tion and Programme of the Republic 
of Ireland’ is that the right to private 
ownership is derived solely from the 
State. 


BISHOP's OBJECTION 
We assume from His Lordship’s letter 
that his objection rests particularly on 


the words, ' shall be admitted.’”” We 
acknowledge that it would have been more 


precisely in conformity with Catholic 
teaching to write “is/or shall be

In this connection we would remark that 
in a work, entitled “ Catholic and Social 
Principles—a Commentary on the Papal 
Encyclical Rerum Novarum,” the Rev. 
Lewis Watt, S.J., uses the word admit in 
the following passage: 

“There are certain essential rights 
which everyone possesses antecedently 
to any State recognition of them, and 
independently of such recognition.

. BERLIN, Tuedday. 
' ““ Your decision enables me to state, as 
our sacrificial contribution to the pacifica- 
tion of Europe, that after the return of the 
Saar the German Reich will make no more 
territorial ¢laims’on France. The removal 
of this fifteen years’ old wrong may help to 
lead to the greater pacification of European 
mankind.” 

In these ome words Herr Hitler 
summed up the possible political conse- 
quences of the Saar plebiscite in a broad- 
cast address this morning immediately 
after the news had been received. He 
eloquently welcomed the Saarlanders back 
as ‘' the sons of our people and the citizens 
of the new German Reich.” 

Berlin was a city of rejoicing to-day. 
In factory and workshop, office and school, 
everyone waited for the news from Saar- 
bruecken before the day's work was begun. 

Herr Buerckel’s message to Herr Hitler 
was couched in eloquent terms. After giv- 
ing the figures, he went on:— 

“The Rhine is Germany 's river, but it 
is not her frontier. A thousand years long 
fight is finshed. Two neighbouring lands 
now hope to come to peace to serve the 
world and to serve the cause of peace. 

“The people of the Saar remain firm by 
their own folk and their own home. Adolf 
Hitler, be thou our protector, for you are 
Germany.”’ 

At the Wilhelmstrasse the result came as 
no surprise, though high circles expressed

From what we have heard of modern 
Russia drama we might be excused fur think- 
ing that they cared m1 for the glories of the 
Five-Year Plan or the collectivisation of 
farms, and it comes almost as a shock to find” 
that so merry a play as ,‘‘Squaring the 
Circle *’ had its origin in Moscow, Ags a 
matter of fact, it-is a far more dangerous 
piece of Bolshevist’ propaganda than “ the 
bais in which. go under that title; for 
they only makes us thank Heaven that we do 
not have to live under the Soviets, while 
“Squaring thé Circle’’ tells us that the 
Communists are people very like ourselves. 

[It is by no means a great play : strictly 
speaking, it is not even a good one. It is a 
farce of much the same kind as can be found 
in the popular theatres of London or Paris,. 
and its construction is even cruder than most 
of the farces which we see. The two young 
couples who try to carry on separate 
establishments in the same tenement room 
meet with every kind of difficulty, but the 
dramatist meets with many more. He sur- 
mounts them by the use of asides, soliloquies, 
and the convention that nobody need neces- 
Sarily see anyone else, but it is not an ideal 
solution, and the English version used by Mr. 
Edwards tends to stress the failings rather 
than hide them. This, and the fact that the 
Gate company plays it rather too slowly, are 
the main fan ts in Kataev’s little comedy. 

Still, ‘‘Squaring the Circle”’ gives us an 
insight into Russia which is worth more than 
the play itself is worth. When a nation be- 
gins to laugh at its own institutions there is 
some hope for it, and the play does not 
hesitate to poke fun at Bolshevism. No doubt 
a Moscow audience would get a louder laugh 
from the good-humoured mockery of '' mar- 
ital solidarity,’’ “‘ ethical standards,” and all 
the other official catch-cries, but even a 
foreign audience can join in most of the fun. 

The cast is small (it is limited to five mem- 
bers of the company), and the standard of 
acting is up to a good level. Micheal Mac- 
Liammoir gave a very spirited and amusing’ 
performance, and Ria Mooney was excellent 
as the flirtatious Ludmilla. James Mason 
and Coralie Carmichael had not so much 
scope, but the, were quite satisfactory, and 
so was Edward Lexy in his brief appearance.

OBITUARY 
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MR. A. J. WEIR 


The death of Mr. A. J. Weir, Registrar of 
the Bankruptcy Division of the High Courts

DONATION BOX REMOVED 
(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 


Leo Treston, of Imaal, Ardbrugh road, 
Dalkey, pleaded not guilty to having stolen 
a prie-dieu, value £6 10s., and donation 
box, together with its contents, from the 
Pro-Cathedral, Marlborough street, on the 
llth November last. He also pleaded not 
guilty to a charge of assaulting Joseph 
McGrane, clerk of “he church, on the same 
occasion. 

Evidence was given by Mrs. M. Dent, of 
68 Marlborough street, that, on the evenin 
of Sunday, 11th November, between 5 end 
o'clock, when she was in the Pro-Cathedral, 
she saw a man take a prie-dies from the 
front of the statue of St. Anthony and carry 
it to another part of the church. She saw 
the man then approach the porch, and later 
heard the rattling of money. She went to 
the vestry and told the clerk, Mr. McGrane, 
whom later she saw struggling with the man. 

Joseph McGrane, clerk of the Pro- 
Cathedral, said that, in consequence of what 
he heard from previous witness, he went to 
the porch of the church and saw the accused 
man there. There was a prie-dieu in front 
of him. The man said he got sick. Witness 
pushed him back into the church, and the 
man struck him in the mouth. Witness 
struck back, struggled with the accused man 
and called for assistance. Another man 
came to his help, and they held the accused 


| man until a Guard arrived.

The accused man, in a statement from the 
dock, said that he had gone into the 
Cathedral to say a prayer. He was not in 
the part of the church near the prie-dieu, 
and did not touch it or take money from it. 

The jary found the accused man guilty, 
and he was sentenced to four months’ im- 
prisonment, with hard labour.
